DIRECTORATE FOR 1913 IS CHOSEN 


Next to the signboard nuisance per¬ 
haps the most offensive* way of dis¬ 
figuring the landscape is to nail signs 
on tree s along 1h«* public roads. Many 
persons riding along the foothill boule¬ 
vard have remarked on the manner in 
which the beauty of fine old oak trees 
lias been marred by advertising signs. 
Tile practice has also become common 
in Sierra Madre. 

There is a state law against such 
pra< tiecs on public roads, and there 
ought to be an ordinance of similar 
intent in force in the city. The text 
of the state law covering the matter 
reads as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person 
or corporation ... to trim, prune, 
cut, deface, destroy nr remove any 
shade or ornamental tree, hedge or 
shrub growing or to grow upon such 
road, highway, ground or property or 
to paint, place, attach or to put upon 
any such trees, hedges or shrubs any 
»igu. notice, advertisement or adver¬ 
tising device without the consent in 
writing of the hoard ((Vanity Hoard <»f 
forestry) tirst obtained, or to plant 
ariv tree, hedge or shrub on any such 
road, highway, ground or property 
without such written consent. 

“Kvery person who shall violate any 
of tin* provisions or sections of this 
art, shall he guilty of a misdemeanor.”

Law Firm of Dillon & Hubbard Give 
Opinion of Importance to 
Sierra Madre 


Monthly Meeting of Board of Trade 
Held on Monday Evenng in 
City Hall 
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Election of officers for the year 1913 
wag perhaps the most important busi¬ 
ness coming before the meeting of the 
Board of Trade Monday evening, and 
resulted as follows: 

Directors: X. VS' Tarr, W. S. An¬ 
drews, J. \V. Keys, X. T. Brown, P. 
B. Lewis, J C. Dickson. P. H. Hartman 

Secretary. E. P. Ballou. 

Treasurer. F. W. Xuetzel. 

The directors wiy elect the president 
and vice president from among their 
own number. The election followed the 
presentation of the report of the nomi¬ 
nating committee, composed of J. D 
Mackerras. C. W. Jones and W. C. 
Davis. Some of the nominees tried to 
beg off, but were finally persuaded to 
allow th.-ir names to be voted on and 
the election was unanimous. 

A tine list of membership applications 
was presented and acted upon favor¬ 
ably. Those admitted were Messrs. 1 
X. Ward, A. T. Gay. W. S. Hull, T. M. 
Webster, Harvey Steinberger, A. N. 
Carter and X. T. Brown. 

President Tarr announced the ap¬ 
pointment of K. F Ballou to serve out 
the unexpired term of the late secre¬ 
tary, J. L Turner. A committee - was 
appointed to draft suitable resolutions 
of respect for Mr. Turner, which reso¬ 
lutions were later read and adopted. 

A. S. Mead brought up the matter 
of the disposal of rubbish which he 
thought could be provided for by the 
city at a comparatively low cost. It 
was thought that making regular trips 
over the town once a month with a 
team and wagon would effect the re¬ 
moval of all rubbish that might ac¬ 
cumulate after the first thorough clean¬ 
ing up had been accomplished. The 
president appointed Messrs. Mead, 
Lawless and Ballou as a committee to 
confer with the city trustees regard¬ 
ing the matter. 

The president was authorized to ap¬ 
point the three members of the board 
to act as representatives to the Inter- 
City Commission. 

Suitable filing devices for corre¬ 
spondence and records of the board 
were discussed, also the need for a 
conveniently located desk for the sec¬ 
retary. Some of the oitv trustees 
who were present thought desk 
room could be provided In the City 
hall. Messrs Mackerras and Patter¬ 
son and Secretary Ballou were ap¬ 
pointed as a committee to consult with 
the trustees and secure official consent 
to locate the secretary's office in the 
city hall. 
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transacted no business beyond ad¬ 
journing till next Tuesday night, when 
Senator Leslie It. Hewitt can be pres¬ 
ent. Senator Hewitt was first engaged 
advisory counsel to took after the cor¬ 
rectness of the bond proceedings con¬ 
ducted by the city attorney. But the 
numerous changes in the latter office 
have made It necessary for him to 
carry on the whole procedure, and the 
favorable opinion rendered by Dillon 
& Hubbard van undoubtedly be 
ascribed to bis ability and watchful¬ 
ness. 

At Tuesday evening's meeting it Is 
expected that steps will be taken to¬ 
ward the sale of the Issue of >.111,000 
bonds voted to pay for the water com¬ 
pany’s property. As soon as the money 
Is Secured from those bonds the pur¬ 
chase will be pushed through to com¬ 
pletion, ns the proceedings have been 
halted for sortie time solely because of 
the delay in securing an opinion on the 
bonds. 

The issue of {40,000 voted to meet 
the cost of the Baldwin condemnation 
award was approved also. But this 
amount will lie Insufficient to pfty the 
amount decided upon by Judge t'onrey 
as a fair compensation to the Baldwin 
cstale. Consequently a supplementary 
issue of perhaps $15,000 will be needed. 
At first It was thought that the safest 
plan would be simply tn annul the pro¬ 
ceedings providing for the $40,000 issue 
and call a new bond election to pass 
upon an issue sufficient to provide the 
whole amount needed, about $55,000. 
lint it was thought the voters would 
probably prefer to indorse merely a 
small supplementary Issue, even 
though the total amount was the same. 
Consequently the opinion Of Dillon & 
Hubbard that the latter course would 
be satisfactory was gladly received. 

Final approval of tjie bond issues tn 
the face of some steps that have been 
taken to discredit the bonds us well 
as tb«' city Itself is a source of satis¬ 
faction to all who have been conver¬ 
sant with what was going on. The 
anonymous letter writer lias been busy 
as usual. Among other things Senator 
Hewitt received a souvenir from Hi .* 

A Hubbard which was evidently pre¬ 
vailed by some one possessing a Cplle.*- 
thm of tile anonymous circulars which 
have been inflicted on the Sierra Mnd- 
le public In recent years. Clippings 
from these circulars were pasted to¬ 
gether to make up u semblance of a 
reltecflon on the ability of the city to 
issue bonds. At first It was thou.{lit 
il might lx- advisable to have the 
guilty person sent to Patton, but on 
further thought It was decided he could 
hardly have brains enough to lie cnll-d 
demented.

County. Secretary Ruenitz Begins Or 
ganization of Local Committee 


Gathering in response to a call from 
E. J. Ruenitz, secretary of County Y. 
M. A work in California, about four¬ 
teen Sierra Madre men met last week 
to discuss the organization of a local 
branch. Orange and Ventura counties 
have been organized for some time. 
Secretary Ruenitz hopes to have the 
rural districts of Los Angeles county 
organized within a short time. His 
plan includes the establishing of 
branches in all the foothill towns, with 
paid officers devoting their time to the 
supervision of the work under local 
leaders. The men present gave the 
movement their approval and it is ex¬ 
pected that public meetings will be held 
soon at which the general plans will lie 
made known. 

In view of the fact that Los An¬ 
geles county is being organized for 
work along rural or county work lines, 
it will be interesting to the residents 
of the smaller cities and rural com¬ 
munities to know of the results secured 
in the summer camps of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. 

The Grange and San Bernordlna 
county committees conducted their 
camp this year at White's Landing. 
Catalina Island, front August 14th to 
37th. A party of ninety-six boys and 
leaders attended. .The ages of the boys 
ranged from twelve to twenty years. 
Much emphasis was placed on the boy 
scout work, and both old and young 
seemed to enjoy it and profit by it. 

Athletics hold a prominent place 
throughout the entire camp. A track 
meet, baseball, volley ball, quoits, and 
mountain climbing were among the 
activities. In aquatics, the boys were 
taught how to swim and how to resus¬ 
citate the drowned. Twenty-two boys 
learned to swim well enough to receive 
the International Y. M. i\ A. begin¬ 
ner's button: tbirt.v-three won the 
swimmer's button: twelve the swim¬ 
ming teacher's button: and fifteen the 
life-saver's fob.

Millions of 
kies can be thus killed at slight ex¬ 
pense. This method would better be 
used out of dors, in the stable, etc., 
where the dead files can he swept tip 
and burned or otherwise disposed of.

Efficiency 91 per cent In the Angelos 
forest reserve, puts the local forestry 
authorities at the top in point of work 
done during the past year. The local 
forest service exceeds any in the dis¬ 
trict in results accomplished. Not only 
is the efficiency in the local reserve the 
highest, but the cost of maintenance Is 
the lowest in the district. Supervisor 
Charlton is being generally praised by 
the agricultural department for the re¬ 
sults he has accomplished. 

Second to the Angelus reserve is that 
of Monterey, in the Monterey reserve 
the efficiency is 65 per cent, or 26 per 
cent below that in the local reserve, 
and the cost of administration is 
higher. 

All the supervisors of forests In the 
state will meet in San Francisco on 
December 9. and at that meeting Su¬ 
pervisor Charlton will explain his 
methods, the methods which have put 
the local reserve at the top of the list.

BY THE WAY 

What has Finnigan handed YOU 
this week? 

Messed is the man who makes one 
flower grow where a dozen tin cans 
encumbered the vacant lot. 

When a man gets what he expects 
it is hardly accurate to say he Is dis¬ 
appointed, even though he does not 
get what he desires. Perhaps that is 
one reason why people of other par¬ 
ties have been able to take the Demo¬ 
cratic victory so philosophically. 

W. K. Willis, formerly publisher of 
the Allmmbra Advocate, has again gone 
into the editorial harness in Alhambra, 
this time with the Alhambra News. 
For several years Willis has been con¬ 
ducting a newspaper exchange. That 
he returns to Alhambra after taking 
a hand in the transfer of newspapers 
in a large number of other towns 
seems to indicate a particular fondness 
for that town. He succeeds F. V. 
Stump, one of the founders of the 
News. 


At the rate Los Angeles county is 
"drying up" Los Angeles and Vernon 
will soon bp the only" oases left for 
the thirsty ones. At last week's elec- 
lion swi ping gains were made in the 
country precincts in the matter of 
losing saloons, pool rooms and Win¬ 
nies. The latter are allowed to man- 
fneture wines hut cannot sell them in 
the precinct where they are situated 
i ither at wholesale or retail, making it 
necessary for them to ship their goods 
out of the restricted territory. 

Because the Progressive national 
ticket did not receive 50,000 majority 
in California some reactionary papers 
have been consoling themselves by 
figuring out a rebuke to the Johnson 
administration. Their reasoning is 
about as clear as storm water run¬ 
ning down a Baldwin avenue gutter. 
The Progressive Republican candidates 


for the legislature in convention as¬ 
sembled adopted resolutions approv¬ 
ing the work accomplished by the ad¬ 
ministration during the past two years 
and outlining a splendid progressive 
program for the next two years. On 
that platform the voters of the state 
elected an overwhelming majority of 
those candidates to continue the pro¬ 
gressive program. Probably a large 
majority of the California voters are 
really glad that Governor Johnson is 
to lie at the helm during the next two 
years, and if given a chance would so 
register their opinion at the polls. 


Following a good old custom the va¬ 
rious political committees in Los An¬ 
geles have been resolutlng praises of 
all those who assisted in the work of 
the respective organizations, with es¬ 
pecial reference to the daily papers 
of Los Angeles. The custom is alright 
as far ns it goes. But as. in other 
things the Los Angeles crowd get In 
tlie habit of thinking there is no one 
worth consideration outside of titeir 
own bailiwick. They think if any 
ticket or proposition is pushed through 
to success there is no one but them¬ 
selves to be thanked. Inspection of the 
returns in the various country dis¬ 
tricts furnishes an illuminating com¬ 
mentary on that attitude. In almost 
every ease the country towns took the 
advice of the local papers when they 
cast their votes, both on candidates 
and on amendments and propositions. 
No doubt tile I.os Angeles papers have 
much political influence in the coun¬ 
try. hut the recent election results 
would seem to indicate that the local 
paper as a rule exerts even greater 
influence. For instance, this paper was 
one of the very few country papers 
which favored the county charter. 
Sierra Madre gave the charter a vote 
of ITS to 52, while nearly every other 
country town voted strongly against 
it. The only place on the ballot where 
the Sierra Madre vote was not In ac¬ 
cord with the advice of this paper was 
the Home Rule in Taxation amend¬ 
ment. which received the very close 
vote of 105 for and 113 against. In 
view of the general opposition to the 
amendment the local vote for it was sur¬ 
prisingly large. These local examples 
are not cited for the purpose of airing 
any claims regarding the Influence of 
this paper hut merely as typical of 
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ninny examples which may be found 
throughout the county. If the average 
country editor were so inclined he 
could compile a list which would make 
one of Hearst's "I did It" lists look like 
thirty cents. 


That the Progressive party should 
maintain its organization was a fore¬ 
gone conclusion before the lute cam¬ 
paign had been under way many 
weeks. That conclusion was justified 
by the unparalleled showing made by 
the new party at the polls all over the 
union. The Progressive party laid out 
for itself a definite plan of accomplish¬ 
ment inspired by something more than 
a mere hankering for office. That 
fact seenis to be appreciated by the 
great-mass of voters to a much great¬ 
er extent than by the old line politi¬ 
cal bosses or the comparatively few 
remaining hide bound partisans. Tak¬ 
ing this position the Progressives in 
congress will have a great opportunity. 
The minority is always regarded as 
"the opposition." The usual inter¬ 
pretation of that term was “obstruc¬ 
tion.'' Whatever the majority wanted 
was bitterly opposed by the minority, 
regardless of merit. It has always 
heen considered a political crime to 
allow an opponent to accomplish any¬ 
thing good. The greatest proof of the 
Sincerity of the Progressives in the 
mind of the country will be to aid 
every good measure which comes up 
for consideration. Likewise, It might 
be suggested, the Democratic majority 
should aid every good measure which 
emanates from the "opposition." But 
that may be almost too much to hope 
for in the light of past experience, 
either with Democratic minorities or 
majorities in the house.
